On the occasion ol the visit of the Democratic
Btate Committe to this city in J“'? 1ust, aud of
Horatlo Beymenr's taking up his headquarters
at the Buiterlield House, & serennde wis given
them by alew soldiers of onr city, snd Mr, Sey-
wmour made a brief speech. He addressed them
as “Boldlers of Oocida county,” and sald:—*'I
*aW your regiments as thoy went forth to war:
their ranks were filled with men in the vigor
aud prime of manhood. It was my officinl

rivilege to thank them, In the name of the

te, when they returoed with thinned ranks
aud torn banners,” etc. We propose to show
bow much “he saw” of the Oneida soldiers
“gs they went forth,” and to what extent he
avalled himself of his “oricial privitege (0 thauk
them"” when they returned.

Five regiments in nll were raised in Onelda
ecounty, which treely sent forth her sons to fight
in defense of the Constitution aud the Union,
and for the preservation of our national exiai-

enoe. The 1l4th was orgavized at Albaoy, in
May, 1841, under the Blate law, and the 26th at
I'm:n, o few days niter, Bolh regiments con-

tained companies from other countics, but they
were man‘l‘l’y made up with men from Oueida
county. e are not aware that Mr., Seymour
ut himself to any trouble to see sither of thess
wo regimente off, or that he spoke to them one

word of farewell.
In April, 1861, a meeting ol the citizens of
Utica was called, without distinction of party,

Horatlo Seymour was not present, nor was any-
thing heard from him, though large contribn-
sions were made, amounting to nearly $20,000,
and distributed by the commitlee nppointed for
Lt purpose, John F. Seymour (Horatio's
bfother) was & member of the Committee of
Dietribution, sod as snch wrote a letter to Mr,
0. B, Mattison, who was absent, and received a
eontribution o1 $1000 in reply. Did he write to
Horatlo? If o, it I8 not knowu that he ever
respounded. Yel, at that meeting were carmen,
truckmen, luborers, and mechames, who pat
thelr pames down for soms ranging from $5
upwards, Judge Dacon, who was present, not
only contributed Ilibersily in money, bat
ave his only con ns & private 1o the cause of

e Unton, That son returned to him a corpee,
having failen In batile whlle;nilantly filling the
effice of Adjutanut of the Twenty-sixth i=
ment, to which hiz own menits bad elevated
him. Horatio Beymour did not contribute a
dollar to that fund, At a pablic meeting held
at the (Jit{l Hall, in 1862, for the parpose of con-
sidering the subjeot of ratging bounties, he sub-
scribed $200, with the understanding that it
would not be collected if the county comsented
to pay the bounties, The county did so consent,
and the $200 were never called for,

For some unknown and inexplicable reaszoun
Mr, Beymwour was appoioted Chairman of the
Reerulting Committee of Onelda county, in
1862, by Governor Morgan. He had dons
mothing to entitle him to the houoor or recom-
mend him to the position, while others who haa
been active In ralsing troops, and had always
supported the Government by word and
deed, felt hurt by this unfit appointment.
Mr ymour met bat few jtimes with
the Committee, and neither said nor did
anything worlhy of record. Two regiments,
she 117th and 146th, were raised by this Com-
mittee, Mr. Seymour was not present when
they ware mustered in, nor did he speak asingle

word to either of them. The parting
address to the 117th was delivered in this city
by Judge Bacon. No words of parting or cheer
were spoken to the 146th, they leaving Rome so
suddenly and pussing through our city so hur-
riedly as to not permit of that tribute ot kind.
mees and respect. Their commandunt, Colonel
Garrard, when they were mustered in, was in-
troduced to them by Julge Bacon,

The 14th and 26tb Regiments returned from
the scene of war In May, 1863, They did noble
service in the field, and ¢ame home with thinned
ranks, covered with glory and crowned with
laurele, They went out with full rauks. The
14th returved with 340 to be permanently mus-
tered out, and the 26th with 360; and this not-
'ithlnnﬁiug the rapks of both had been
largely recruited. They reached our city on
the 1’blh of May, 1863, and our citizens
tarned out to receive them im & manner
somewhat commensurate with their merits
sand suitable to the momentous and welcome
ooeasion ot their return, Trinmphal arches,
decorated with lowers, and covered with patriotic
and appropriate motloes, were erocted across
our s ts, and choirs of singers were sta-
tioned on these arches to alnlg songs of glad
welcome, It was & proud day for Utica, whoss
eitizens and those of the surrounding country
had smssembled en magse to do honor to the
brave. The scarred and war-worn veternns
bore their tattered and bullet-riddled colors
proudly aloft, apd their martial bearing and
swiling faces sent a thrill to the heart of every
admirer of herolc patriolism.

The Committee of Reception, of which the
Hon, Alrick Hubbell was the efliclent chairmau
had muade every necessary preparation for all
who wished to welcome Onelda’s returning sons,
In the&racenlou was & place allotted to Gov-
ernor Beymour and his staff, to whom an invi-
$ation was extended to participate in the cere-
monles; but they were neither present nor rep-
resented on that occasion, nor did the Commit-
tee recelve any reply to their invitation, A lew
words were addressed to tue 1l4th, @s they
passed through Albany, by Gevernor Beymour,
who received the tattered flag which, when new
and bright, was presented to the regiment by
Governor Morgan., These are the only words
that we are aware of his ever having addressed
to an Oneida repiment. The 14th was welcomed
to our cily by the Hon, Ward Hunt, aud the
26th by the Hon. C, H. Doolittle, both of whom
dellvered pertinent and eloquent speeches.

In the battle of the Wilderness, in 1564, the
146th Regiment, then In General Wadsworth’s
Division, lost heavily. Both Colonel Jenkins
and Lieutenaut.-Colonel Curran were killed.
The command devolved upon Major Grindley,
who gailantly led his regiment through all the
subsequent battles, Boou after, Governor Bay-
mour fAlled the va.uuncf caused by the death of
the lamented Colonel Jenkins, not by promoting
the officers of the regament in line, but by com-
missloning the sono! Bishop Potter over all the
herole sons of Queida connty. But the jusult
was mpal!mble. and the outrage 8o gross, that

. Potler's own sense of propriety prevented
his ever jolnlog the reglment, and fmmedlntaly
after the inanguration of Governor Penton, in
1866, Benator Campbell, My, G. B, Anderson, and
olhers, applied to the Governor to have the statn
removed and the wropg redreseed—the insult,
however, could vot be wiped out, Mr, Potier's
eommission was accordingly revoked, and the
efficient and gallant Grindley was appolated in

Mllrlaoe.

The patriotic General Wheelock, of Boonville,
in the winter of 1862, spent nearly half his prie
vate fortune In raisiug & regiment for the de-
fense of the liberties of his country, It was
kuown as the 87th, and did hoper ou the battlet
field to lteelf, its originator, and to the country.
Yet, Jo the winter of 18656, when the corpse of
General Wheelock was brought home for inter-
ment, Horatio Seymour was not among the
mourners, nor among the thonsands who sssem-
bied to pay their res to the memory of the
dead patrfot, nor did he contribute ouné cent to
meslst In deiruying the expenses of that eolemn
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Boon after, the 07th wae recelved at Chanee!
lor Bquare, where the Rev. Dy, Cox welcomed
them 1n an mble and appropriate address.
Horalio Beymour was not Lthere,

A lttle lator, the 140th was received by our
citizens in the same equare, on which occasion
the address ol welcome was delivered by J udﬁr
Bacon. But Horatlo Beymour did not honor the
regiment with his presence. ,

Ruch 15 a brief glance at Horatio Seymour's
war record as far as the {ive Onelda county regl
ments were coucerned, We believe we state u
lnet when we say that he never contributed a
cent towards d¢'¥lajlm: the expenscs of any of
the five regiments which went forth from his
own connty, and thut he was never officlally
conneoted with any movemen(s or preparations
for their reception, nor did he even countenance
such proceediogs by his presence. Thisis the
wav be “saw our regiments go forth,” and this
i# the way he used his “‘official privilege to
thank them” on their return, It makes the
heart uebe and the check kindle with a blush of
shame to contemplate the mortifying delin-
quencies und shocking eclf-assurance of Horatio
Heymour,

“BEAUTIFUL FOREVER.

The Cave of Madame Roachel and the
Bond Street Mystery in London,

A correspondent writos as follows to the New
York Wor'd:—

Loxpox, Bept, 20.—Poor old Madame Rachel
has gene up at lnst, 1 went down to the Old
Bailey on Friday to hear the summing ap of the
cose, and by a judicions use of the omnipotent
tullemun which does so many things which appear
imposeible, I obtamed nreal where, in the words
of onc of the Corsican Brothers, ‘'l not only
beard wll, but saw all,” The rrguments ol the
counsel were very interesting, and the summing
up of the judge was somewhat better than the
famove charge of Mr, Justice Stareleigh; but
the last eventiul eceve of thns sad history was
very paintal. The old woman faloted when she
heard herself condemned to live years' limprison-
ment, and was carried out of the dock Insensible,
while the astonishment and griel of two of her
daughters were painiul to witness, 1 do not
think that with the same evidence ano Ameri-
can juqII would have coudemned the ac-
cused, he cease was a very uasty one, and
it was plain that of the two women Mrs. Borro-
dalle was really the worst. No doubt ghe had
lost all her money, but ghe cerininly deserved
to lose 1, and it 18 by no means certain that
Rachel got all of it, Mrs, Borrodaile’s festimony
would scarcely have been accepted as true by
an American jury, enlightened with the wisdom
of a first-rate criminal lawyer, sud one of her
wilnesses was unmistakably s perjored one, He
was & boy, who pretendead to have written down
in a memorandum book certain conversations
which ke overheard many months ago, snd
when the book was produced it was found to
contain not merely memorsnda, but the whole
of the story which the jury had just heard the
prizoner repeat, as if he had just learned it by
rote, Mr. Digby Seymour, Rachel's leading
counsel, 13 & very good lawyer, but he failed to
eet his client off, which a smart American atior-
ney would almost aumlf have accomplished
with the advantages which Mr. Beymour failel
to use, The trial was o interesting, a= a picture
of female folly aund depravity, that a sketoh of
it may be well worth the space it will occupy 1n
the World.

M'me Bachel's pame is Sarah Bachel Tever-
son, and although she looks much older, is sald
10 be but 43 years of age. She was churged with
unlawfully obtuining, by false and fraudulent
pretenses, from Mary Tucker Borrodaile, some
£4000, with intent 1o cbeat her ol the same,
Thie was the second trinl—ihe former jury hav-
ing disagrecd, The prosecution was conducted
by Bergeant Ballantine, assisted by two counsel;
tl{e detense by Mr. Seymour and three learned
sergeants, Mrs, Borrodaile Is a clever little
woman, older than Rachel, and very much in
need, not of xomething to make her beautiful
forever, but of someihing to make her even
Evunnbly good-looking., An uglier little woman

bhave rarely seen, Bhe testiied that she
first went to Rachel’s in 1864, in consequance
of seclug an advertisement in the newspapers.
“She had a breakiog out of the skin, and
freckles,” and  wighed to  have them
removed. For this she paid £170, but all she
got for her money was “some soap snd powder
and something to put in her baths” The freckles
remained, and she was not yet beautiful. Two
years afterwards she again went to Rachel. who
then told her that “*Lord Ranelagh was 1n love
with ber,” and soon after this she ‘“‘was intro-
duced to Lord Ravelugh in the presence of
Rachel's daughter and Valeria,” Hachel said,
“] will introduce you to the man who loves,
you,” and opened the door leading to the shop,
where, sure enough, stood Lord Haunelagh., I
went up to him,” sald this susceptible widow,
“and nsked if he were Lord Ranelagh;” he
handed we his curd and said *'I am.” Tols was
the whole of the thrilling comversation which
took place between the loyers on that occasion,

A few days allerwards eshe went again
to the shop, “[  found Lord HRane-
lagh in the small sitting-room; Madame

Rachel said she would sngain introduce me
snd did =0; Lord Ravelagk bowed, and nothing
more passed.” 1do mot kpow whether this is
the ordipary style in which lords make love, or
whether Lord Ranelagh ls an ordinary lord, bat
Mrz. Borrodalle thought it was all en regle.
Rachel told her that before ghe could be married
sbe must be mude beautiful forever, the expense
of which would be £1000. Mra, Borrodaile gold
out £1300 in the funds and paid £1000 to Rachel,
for “enamelling and beautifying her,” taking &
receipt which stated that the process was to

conlinued until she was “finished.” All that she
got for this were “some powder and soap, and
some small bottles containing maguetic waler
to be put iuto her baths, The wders came
from Arabia.” Hacbel told her that while the
beautifsing process was golnﬁ on, the coartship

would be couducted by letters, and that
Lord Hanelugh would ocorrespoud with
her under the name of “Wilbam.," Pre-

sently the correspondence commenced, and
was  carried on  with grest  fervor
on both sides, The lelters from Willlam were
in different hspdwritiogs, and one of them was
signed “Edward,” but in the guileless innocence
of her hesrt the love lorn witlow believed them
to be the genuine Jetters of her noble admirer,
The apewers she wrote 1o them were dictated by
Rachel. Mrs, Borrodaile Is an educated woman,
Rachel can peliber read nor write; bot the
former allowed the ignoranl woman to dictate
everf word of the letters ehe wrote to her pros
eclive husbaud., HRachel alwavs took the
elters when writlen, saying she would
forward them. Acting all the while under
the direction of Rachel, Mre. Borredaile
bought £800 worth of lace, for her mar-
ringe troussean, and dismonds to the amount of
£1260; the lace she gave to Rachel; the diamends

ehe got the jeweller to take back by payin
him £100, She subsequently pal wohe
£1400 more. Rachael tola her that Lord Kane-

Ingh bad got the moncy, and wae using it for
‘iyolunteer purposes,” Altogether, o one way
or another, £4000 of Mre. Borrodaile’s mouey
got into Rachél’s hauds, and finully she gave
to Ruchel (o bond for £1600 more, failing to pay
which Bacbel bad ber arrested, and placed in
Juil.  Finally, in the winding up of her testi-
mony, Mre, Borrodalle declared that the ouly
object with which she pald the money was 1o
[repsrc for aod facilitate her marriage with

ord Ranclagh; that ail the letters wore written
to him; and that she had no other lover, or any
tatson with any o\ber person, The theory of
the defense was that no such promise a8 Lthat
represented had been made to Mrs, Borrodalle

by Rachel; thst the former wus carryin
on an iotrigue, by the gid of Bagbtf
with some unknown person of a humble
station 1 life; snd that the money had

been used in this way, with the know

consent of Borrodalle, And the hggﬁip::::g
really seemed (o sostuin this view of the case—
at lenst it soon became lmposmble to belieye a
word that Mre, Borrodsile sald. On being
shown ber Jetters, to which she had sworn on
the previous trial, she was very unwilliug to
admit that she had written them, but fnslly she
“thought” they were hers, Bhe confessed that
the re were full of statements wholly false,
and which she knew to be false when she wrole
them; they were dated from places at which
she did not reslde; they were wrilten, s she
belleved, to nrorol England, but they warned
im sgaiust joinlog the Fen'ans, and spoke of
sendipg him  some and shirls, of
mending the flanoel shirts which he had worn
out; they were written to a pobleman whom she |

expected to marry, whom eshe had reen bol
twice in her Hfe, and with whom she nad ex-
changed bat bwo words, bat ahe spoke ia them
of baving "'yielded to him all that woman holds
dear,” ere are some eclegant extracis rom
these oharmlog bitleds dowe: —

“1 send you what you sk for, thoogh 1 frankly
tell you 1 did not iutend to give you any more
nuth we went away together; but it seems that
you know the overland route to my heart, My
dear love, you must not be mgr{ ut the Jittle 1
send. If you want any more will bring it
myself, il that plense you, my derl.ng?
.« + « If you ore a good boy., and do as I
wish, I shall be able tuo pay every bill, I love
you still, with all yoor faults, . . . Youcan
come o me at 1 o'clock. And now, my own
darling. 1 bope you will not give me auy
further canse to fret and grieve, for if you tear
yoursell away fron the little lady wi.h the
golden halr, which Rachel enys every lady can
obtain for two guiveas, | promise jlou never
to refer to the past, . . ., [ will comply
with your wishes to-morrow; but pray, my
dear, do not let 1t be at that horrid place where
the peor man was killed, If you keep me
walting I will ecold you well, and it will not be
the first time you have kept me waitios,

(Mre. Borrodaile swears that she never saw
Lord Ranelagh but on the two_occasions above
described, yet the letters, which she swears
were written to him, are foll of appointments
for and allusions to meetings between them) -
« « s« » Oneof your kind iriends has informed
me that yon are keepiog a woman with my
money. « « « « ltie well known that | bhave
been living with you for months, You eaunot
be and I am uvot surprised at this, considering
the life we have been leading, [ have allowed
you to be my master—but am 1 to believe that
the woman you travelled with, and who you
introduced to me as  your sister, s your
mistress ¥ ., ., . am the widow of
a colonel, and although [ have degraded
myeelf and family by baving had anythiug to
do with you, I am still more lmunilutmf' by
being Introduced to such people us you assocla‘e
with, . . . y oarling, we are one! 1 have
given you all that woman holds dear; therefore,
you must not donbt me at the eleventh hour.
‘orgive my suspicions—I want nothing but your
Jove, , . .« + lamirying to save every six-
pence, living in a garret, and for you-—not for
Rendel), or any other man who has shared my
affcctions, ., . . . 1 am glad you did not go
to Ireland—such a wretched place, Let Stephens
fiphit bis own butties, I am sick of the name of
Feniaps, What good, my darling, can you do
by mixiug yoursell with them or having any-
thing to do with them ¥ I am sorry that Ste-
hens ever had & pound of mine, How could I
iave beeu such g fool us to aljow you to squander
the money i such a hopeless canse I

Aud here I8 4 letter that presents Lord Rane-
lagh in such & comical light, thut 1 copy It
entire:—

My Own Dear William:—I{ you look at the
enclosed bills you will see that 1 wm not the ex-
travaeant person that your sistersaysl am. I
bought Florence a pa'r of boots and three puirs
of stockings, not before she wanted them, Your
sieter ought to see that your stockings are
mended, | cannot se¢ why she cannot mend
them herself, and put some buttons upon your
ehirt, It would be better than gossiping with
the wotan 1 the room next to her. Send all
your clothes that want mending to me, and I
will mend them. Filorence's boots 1 booght at
Marsh's, Oxlord street, Aa you want boots, we
wHl go o Battersby’s and gel them, which is a
shop lower down the same side of Oxford street,
I am surprised that your flannels should be worn
out, You have not had them six weeks, Itis
bad washing, There is a man in & courl in Re-
gent street who mends gentlemen’s coats and
trowsers, My darling, we must economize.”

r As ] beard Mr, Seymour rend these letters, and
Mre, Borrodaile confess that they were hers, I
came to the conclusion that Madame Ruchel
would be nequitted; for Mrs, Borrodaile certainly
wrote these things to & man with whom she
was in copetant onal intercourse; if that
man was not Lord Ravelagh, she had perjured
hersell by swearing that she had nevereecn or
spoken Lo that noblemun save on two oceaslons,
in Rachel’s shop; if it was Lord Rapelagh, he
had got the money, and he oughtto be in the
dock instead of the old woman. Butthe jur
wae wiser than I was, Lord Rapelugh's testi-
mony wae very brief, but it disclosed the
ehocking tact that his name was—Jonee! Baid
his lordship:—

“My names are Thomas Heron Jones, Viscount
Ranelagh; I bave seen Mrs, Borrodaile on one
or two occasions at Madame Ruachel’s; I never
presented her with a onrd, and npever had the
slightest intention of marrying her and I never
?ul:hgr'i’zed Madsme Rachel to represent that

ad,

It was proved that Mre, Borrodaile had repre-
sented to eeveral lpcv(vrle that he was to be mar-
ried to & Colone illlam Edwards—but that
gentleman also denled, on oath, the solt im-
peachment, Altogether, it secmed clear enongh
that Mrs, Borrodaile was not to be believed,
And the daughters of Madame Rachel testified
that their mother had often paid money to Mrs,
Borrodaile in sums of £100 and £200. The only
poesible explanation of the letters, on the theory
of the prosecution, was that Mrs, Borrodaile
had written toem wupder ‘“‘magnoetic intla-
ence,” exercised over her by Rachel, that she
wig in fact *‘the widow bewilched.” But the
little woman dia not appear to be a person liable
to that kind of influence: ehe was altogether the
emarter of the two. The assumption that Mre.
Borrodalle, the widow of un officer, & lady who
had moved 1o the best society, believed that a
noblemsn who, on being presented to her for
Lhe first time, bowed to her, sad “good morn-
ing,” and then walked away, was betrothed to
her as her husband, is too ridiculons to be en-
tertained by any person but an Old Bnllayiury.
man., The most probable truth is that there
Wwas notbing to choote between the two women
aud probably it was the Jn'rjudlce ngnlml{
“‘Jews” which really convicted the old woman,
The newspapers here all seem to think that the
yerdict was a just ope—bat, it so, it should have
been based ou something more substantisl than
Mrs. Borrodaile'’s oath,
